REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and citizens 
of the Town of Greenwood: 


1 herewith submit my seventh annual report of the 
schools and school property of this town. 


The schools opened for the fall term with only one 
change in the teaching staft. Mr. R. L. Conant was elected to 
teach the intermediate grades as Mr. George Wakefield re- 
signed to accept a position in the Junior High School at Dix- 
field. Mr. Conant comes to us very well recommended. Three 
of the teachers atteid Summer School. With their experi- 
ence and training, all of the teachers are well qualified to 
efficiently fill the positions which they now occupy. All 
teachers and pupils seem enthusiasti¢ and are showing a fine 
spirit of co-operation, each doing his or her part to maintain 
a high standard of efficiency. 


The registration in the Common Schools for the fall 
term was slightly below that of the previous year, while the 
High School registration has increased. The attendance for 
the fall term did not average as high as usual because of ill- 
ness. The parents and pupils have co-operated with the 
teachers in every way to make the school attendance a suc- 
cess, The High School tuition will be at least $600 more 
another year as a class of twenty is expected to be graduated 
from the Grammar Schools, while only three will be gradu- 
ated from the High Schools this year. 


The plan for carrying on Health work has not changed to 
any extent during the past two years as there has been no 
appropriation for a school nurse. It would seem advisable as 
the town has no school physician to appropriate $25 toward 
the County Nurse’s salary to assure the pupils of regular 
examinations and follow up work. 
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The schools are fairly well supplied with textbooks. New 
Arithmeti¢s have been supplied for the sixth and eighth 
grades. Some supplementary reading material was purchased 
to take the place of worn-out copies in the various grades. 
Reading matter is needed in the lower grades. Books should 
be purehased for the school Library. If some of the inter- 
ested citizens of the town would from time to time give 
books to the school they would be greatly appreciated. 


The schoolhouses are in fairly good condition, especially 
on the inside. The shed at the Richardson Hollow School 
needs to be shingled. The Irish schoolhouse should be 
shingled and other minor repairs made on the building as it 
may be necessary to re-open that school after another year. 
Through the help of the State Edueational Department .the 
water system, with flush toilets, has been installed at the 
Lockes Mills schoolhouse. A gift of $25 was received from 
the Lockes Mills schools toward making the above improve- 
ments. 


On accownt of the addition of a room and other repairs 
on the Loeckes Mills school the town and school officials de- 
cided to inerease the insurance on the building. As there 
was no appropriation made at the last annual meeting, it 
will be neeessary to appropriate a certain amount to reim- 
burse the town for payment of the premium. There are no 
fire extinguishers in this building so at least three will have 
to be purchased in order to meet the requirements of the In- 
surance Company. It would seem advisable to meet the ex- 
pense of insurance premium and fire extinguishers by taking 
$200 from the annual appropriation for Common School and 
High School aecounts so as not to increase the total appro- 
priation for all school purposes over that of the past year. 


The reports from the various High Schools indicate that 
all of our students, especially the Freshman elass, have been 
doing exceptional work as the majority of them are on the 
honor rolls of the schools which they attend.

To A. L. Swan. a constable in the Town of Greenwood in the 
County of Oxford, GREETING : 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby di-

To see if the Town will vote to elect a Road 
Commissioner or Commissioners, establish their number, and 
fix their pay. 


Art. 7. To choose a Commissioner or Commissioners, one 
to aet as Winter Commissioner. 


Art. 8. To choose one member of the School Committee 
for three years and all other necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote ‘‘yes’’ or ‘‘no’’ on 
the question of appropriating money necessary to entitle the 
town to State Aid as provided in Section 20 of Chapter 28 
of the Revised Statutes of 1930. 
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Art. 10. To see what sum the town will appropriate for 
the improvement of the section of State Aid road as out-

the auspices of the Bureau of Health of the State Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare.

‘Mo see if the town will vote to aecept $100.00 in 
trust, as named in the will of the late Jesse Libby, the inter- 
est to be used for the eare of the lot of Abner and Luey Lib- 
by. 

Art. 31. To raise money for interest for the ensuing year. 

Art. 82. To raise money for Town Officer bills and Mis- 
cellaneous Expenses. 

Art. 33. To raise money for street lights. 

Art. 34. To see what sum per day the town will vote to 
pay the selectmen for their services. 

Art. 35. To see what sum per day the town will vote to 
pay men, teams, and trucks with driver for labor on the 
highway. 
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Art. 36. To see if the Town will vote to buy the Trea- 
surer’s and Tax Colleetor’s bonds. 

Art. 37. To raise a sum of money tor Memorial Day ob- 
servance and name that sum. 

Art. 38. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise toward paying town notes and name that sum. 

Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to raise $2,000 to 
pay the tractor note. 

Art. 40. To see if the town will raise money for the sup- 
port of the Poor. 

Art. 41. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer 
to hire such sums of money as may be necessary to pay the 
current expenses of the town before taxes are collected and 
give notes of the town for such sums; said notes to be paid 
from the assessment of 1936 on or before Februrary 1, 19387, 
said sum not to exceed in the aggregate $15,000.

Art. 44. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. ad
